Washington and Henry Tobias, two 
brothers, aged about thirtyand twenty-five 
years, of New York, are defaulters to the 
extent of $30,000.

that there has been until recently a long 
stretch of weather too harsh and trying to 
permit of stripping and prizing. This the 
ory will be tested by the abundant "sea 
son" recently ; and in the meanwhile it is 
obvious from the hesivy supplies of Burley 
tobacco coming in over lines of transpor 
tation to the Southern and Western dis- 
tricts that the old type districts have been 
nearly monopolized by the rival type. That 
its field will be extended much further this 
year is beyond question. Prices have not 
been uniform, but irregularities have been 
rather conspicuous. On the whole, low and 
medium red Burleys have declined 50cf3 
$1 50 per 100 lbs. Similar grades of preten 
sions to brightness of color have been about 
steady. Good and fine grades have been 
strong throughout, and lugs and trashy 
styles have not varied materially. A few 
big manufacturers have bought more tobac- 
co than the rest of the entire throng. It is 
an agreeable feature that the amount of to- 
bacco damaged by housebum and other 
causes is rapidly diminishing, and the char- 
acter of the crop is consequently appearing 
in a better light. But the supply of good 
and fine stuff is extremely light relatively. 
Dark and heavy tobacco has been in mod- 
erate supply and prices have ruled firm on 
both lugs and light. We quote new crops 
tobacco as follows :

Few farmers realize to wheat extent 

their stock is infested with parasites, or 
how much damage is inflicted upon the 
suffering beasts. They see and realize 
how their fruit and shade trees are in- 
fested with insects, and how the crops 
suffer from these pests. They notice the 
leaves stripped from the trees by the 
web-worms and the tent caterpillars; how 
the foliage is scorched by the canker- 
worms and the leaf-slugs; how the fruit 
is pierced by codling moths and the apple 
flies, and punctured by the curculio and 
the gougers; how the stems are burrowed 
by borers, the bark covered over by scale 
and bark lice, and the young twigs 
devoured by the plant lice ; how the cut- 
worms cut the corn and the cabbage; the 
corn-silk woim chews the ears, the cur- 
rant-worm strips the bushes of leaves, 
the Colorado beetle devours the potato 
vines, while the white grub and the wire- 
worm gnaw the tubers; how the onion 
maggots spoil that crop; the asparagus 
beetle this; the bugs and beetles and 
meths kill the squash and cucumber 
vines, and the lice destroy the melons; 
how, in short, on every hand, on day 
and night, in season and out of season, a 
tireless and never-ending war must be 
fought out to the bitter end or the crops 
mast be entirely given over to myriads of 
insect pests. But the same is true of the 
live stock. Bots invade the horses' 
stomachs, the cows' lumber muscles, and 
actually, to a certain extent, devour the 
creatures alive. Lice — blue, gray, red, 
white and black — infest animals of every 
kind, from the mouse which eats the 
corn to the rat which kills the mouse, the 
cat which eats the rat, the dog which 
worries the cat, the cow which tosses the 
dog, and the horse which kicks the cow; 
not to omit the pig in the pen, the hen in 
the hen-house, and the maid who take* 
care of the pig and the cow. For these 
disagreeable but omnipresent insects 
spread from one animal to another, and 
even invade the dwelling from their 
strongholds in the stables. Then there 
are ticks on the lambs, the sheep and the 
cows, with their pumps and hypodermic 
syringes sucking the life from the patient 
creatures, while the owners, all unaware, 
wonder to see them pale and emaciated in 
spite of good feeding and supposed goo- 
care. 

But a far worse evil is yet existing, and 
worse because it is invisible. One sees 
his cattle stricken with fever; his calves 
and favorite yearlings first lame and then 
dying without warning; his pigs and 
fowls taken with what he calls cholera 
and dying off suddenly ; his horses or 
cows with tumors and enlarged bones 
from which they slowly and hopelessly 
perish, and perhaps his herd invaded by 
a mysterious malady which causes the 
loss of his calves and the waste of his 
cows from untimely births. But he per- 
haps does not know that all these diseases 
are caused by parasites, vegetable it may 
be, but nevertheless parastic and exogen- 
ous, which enter from without and take 
possession of the animals and live and 
feed upon them and so destroy them 
slowly but surely. 

Change is stamped upon everything, 
from the solid earth to the vegetable 
which goes to form an animsl, and the 
animal, in its turn, is invaded and d 
stroyed and reduced to its element 
which go we know not how or where, 
perhaps to build up a plant or help form 
a bed of rock in the ocean, and this in 
the distant future may be part of a new 
continent that may bear plants upon its 
surface, upon which new races of ani- 
mals may feed. 

And very much of this change is clearly 
due to parasitic agencies visible and in- 
visible. Every plant and tree seems to 
have its peculiar pest, and every animal 
its own distinct species too. Among the 
borers, for instance, there are those which 
work upon apples, pines, peaches, plums, 
potato stalks, dahlias, squash-vines, rasp- 
berry canes, blackberries, grape-vines, 
rhubarb, onions, asparagus, the currant 
bush, and one knows not how many 
other plants. The bot-flies not only at- 
tack the animals already mentioned, but 
one specially devotes itself to human be- 
ings boring into the flesh as the ox bot-fly 
bores into cattle, while other species in- 
fest the reindeer, the hare, opossum, field 
mouse, the frog, dog and the squirrel, the 
last being attacked in such a manner as 
to completely emasculate the poor ani- 
mals. It is curious as bearing upon a 
certain question of genealogy that th 
peculiar human bot-fly ((Estius hominis 
also infests the monkey tribe, while, as 
proof of the prevision of the poet who 
wrote that "Larger fleas have smaller 
fleas upon their backs to bite 'em, and 
smaller fleas have lesser fleas, and so ad 
infinitum,''' it might be remarked that 
the horse bot-fly has a very much smaller 
bot-fly, which makes a host of it, r.s it 
makes itself an unwelcome guest of the 
the horse's stomach. 

To submit to all these natural enemies 
would be to lie down and die. Life is a 
warfare, and it must be fought out. A 
plan of battle cannot be laid down until 
the enemy and its strength and position 
are discovered. We have much to learn 
about these parasites. Some of them can 
be studied by the commonest observation, 
but others require the most thorough and 
deepest scientific investigation. A few 
general principles, however, as regards 
the treatment of the common parasites 
can be easily learned as a basis of action. 
It is giving an enemy an advantage to 
wait for its attack; it is always best to 
assume the offensive on every occasion. 
80 these pests must be sought out. 
And their weakest point is when they are 
in their early stage of existence. They 
increase enormously. A single pair o'f 
plant lice may produce millions in two 
weeks. A Colorado beetle lays 1,200 
eggs; a nest full of tent caterpillers are 
produced from a portion only of the egg! 
of one parent moth. So that one adull 
creature destroyed may prevent the ex- 
istence of a million in the second brood

Bad Teeth and Disease. 

Had we the means we should endow a 
charity the great aim of which should be 
to prevent disease by establishing an in- 
stitution for the treatment of decayed 
and imperfect teeth. There are more 
cases of disease of various kinds and va- 
rious degrees of severity emanating from 
bad teeth than almost any other cause. 
The trouble is easily remedied if taken 
in time; but those who sutler most are 
they who have not the means to employ 
competent dentists. It is pitiful to see 
the children of the poor as they grow up, 
gradually losing their teeth by decay 
and neglect and becoming dyspeptic at 
twenty and old and haggard at thirty. 
If there is a nobler charity than that 
which would supply free dentistry to 
the poor, and dentistry at cost to those 
who are able to pay no more, we know 
not what it is. But there are persons of 
ample means who pay no attention to 
their teeth or those of their children. 
They should be taught the importance of 
attending to this matter, and, if they 
then refused, they should be punished 
for the neglect of an important duty 
toward their families. There is no ex- 
cuse for any person having bad teeth. A 
child can be taught the importance of 
attending to the teeth, and every child 
that hasnis second front teeth should bo 
provided with a toothbrush aud be re- 
quired to use it at least once every day, 
using castile soap. Once in six months 
at furthest a dentist should be employed 
to examine the teeth and properly fill 
any that may be found decay--'

This will take place sooner if a 
little cold water be added. Pour off the 
clear ley, wash the kettle, put in the corn 
with the ley and boil briskly for half an 
hour, adding water to make up the loss 
by evaporation, and stirring frequently. 
Pour off the ley and rinse the corn in 
al waters. Place the corn with 
water in a large pail and rub it through 
the hands to remove any remaining hulls 
».nd the black "chits." Continue to wash
